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FINANCIAL CO-OPERATION 


N announcing that all legitimate demands made 

by ranchers in this valley would be met with 

satisfactorily by the banks, the bankers who 

conduct these institutions in the heart of the 
citrus district have made a wise and progressive 
choice. 

The loss of a crop, or its partial loss, is not so 
serious as the question that immediately confronts, 
which is that of keeping the groves up to the standard 
of bearing that will make them profitable in the com- 
ing year. If a rancher must quit fertilizing because 
he lost his crop, then the tree will quit producing 
other crops that would show a profit and put the 
If the 
rancher finds it impossible or extremely difficult to 
finance for fumigation, cultivation, pruning, water and 
general care, he may choose perforce to quit the busi- 
ness, and there is one more ranch on the market in 
a poor condition and at a sacrifice. 

No farming community has ever become self-sus- 
iaining and prosperous where the land is allowed to 
take care of itself following a crop failure. It comes 
with peculiar fitness to say that there is no farming 
community in the world so in need of financing after 
a crop injury as this one in the Covina valley, where 
the groves must be maintained at a high state of 
efficiency to show a profit. 

General farming recovers from crop failures the next 
year without such a large outlay as is the case in 
orchard industries. The citrus grove must be main- 
tained in every way just the same following a cold- 
weather damage as before the damage. It demands 
all the eare that it got before, and a few added ex- 
penses made necessary by the shock of frost. It is 
gratifying and relieving to know that financial in- 
stitutions in the valley are in the mind to carry the 
responsible rancher through this period. 

It is true that every rancher should have some- 
thing in the way of a crop-failure sinking fund. Ex- 
perts in the industry have advocated it for many years. 
Banks have attempted to get ranchers to lay aside 
a certain per cent of the earnings of their groves, to 
go into a savings account for the express purpose of 
taking care of the year following a crop failure or 
partial failure. Some ranchers do this. All business 
houses are obliged to carry such a sinking fund as 
well as a deterioration fund. But few ranchers have 
come to the point where they could do it, or could 
make up their minds to do it. 

With this condition existing it is necessary that the 
rancher be financed for those legitimate expenditures 
which mean the setting of a crop for next year. And 
the Argus has been assured that the banks are in a 
position to take care of these needs. 

Of course the rancher who is always a poor risk 
cannot expect to be financed as easily as the man 
who has proved himself to be a careful and ee wa

ANTI-LYNCHING BILL 
IXTY-THREE or sixty-four men and women 
S were lynched in the United States last year. 
The count varies slightly. Well over 4,000 have 
been lynched since definite enumeration began 
in 1885. More than 60 of last year’s victims were 
murdered by mobs in Southern states. 

It was with such shocking figures as these in mind 
that the authors of the anti-lynching bill, now pend- 
ing in the National House, went about their task of 
“raming federal legislation to guarantee to citizens the 
equal protection of a law which has, in effect, been 
denied them by some of the states. The proposal is 
assailed on constitutional grounds. To the American 
sense of justice and fair play, however, it appeals 
more strongly than does a legalistic quibble over the 
right of the national government to take the step re- 
commended. 

The bill is before the House with the indorsement 
of the judiciary committee. The minority of the com- 
mittee dissents. This minority, it is interesting to 
note, is composed of Representative Sumners, of 
Texas, whose state was guilty of 7 lynchings last year; 
Montague, of Virginia, in which state 1 lynching oc- 
curred; Wise, of Georgia,—Georgia mobs murdered 11 
in 1921; Tillman, of Arkansas,—6 Arkansans were mob 
vietims; and Dominick, of South Carolina, represent- 
ing a state guilty of 5 mob murders last year. 

Congressmen still pretending faith in the old state’s 
right doctrine argue that the passage of such a 
measure as this would constitute an indefensible in- 
vasion by the federal government of the police power 
of the states. The decisions, however, seem to be 
against this contention. The question of constitution- 
ality aside, it will appear to fair-minded people gener- 
ally that when states fail signally to afford their 
citizens the protection of law guaranteed them by the 
constitution there can be no great injustice done when 
the national government steps in to supply the de- 
ficiency. The best way to prevent such an ‘‘invasion’’ 
would be for the states to stop evading their own duty 
in respect to this crime which every year blackens the 











fame of America. 


Every newspaper reader is familiar with the fact 
that from time to time the national government is 
obliged to make the humiliating confession that it is 
powerless to make good its express constitutional 
guaranty that no one shall be deprived of life, liberty, 
or property without the due process of law. Files of 
the State Department show many such confessions in 
the form of official communications with governments 
«broad. Compensation for the lynching of aliens by 
American mobs has run into hundreds of thousands of 
The United States can pay after the damage 
is done, but under existing law it can not prevent the

Reduced to its simplest terms, ‘the anti-lyneching 
Lill proposes to permit the federal government to give 
to individuals the protection of law which the states 
can not or refuse to give—a protection of law guar- 
anteed alike by the Federal Constitution and by most 
of the state constitutions. If anyone can read into 
such a suggestion a threat to destroy or impair our 
inter- 
pretation, but the country is not impressed by it.— 
Cleveland Plain Dealer.

Zulu Noble, Now Bootblack in Cali- 
fornia, Discards Ancient Privi- 
lege to Become Citizen. 

“Tt is my intention to renounce for- 
ever all allegiance and fidelity to any 
foreign prince, potentate, state or sov- 
ereignty, and particularly to King Bogo 

of Zululand, South Africa.” 

If you should ever happen to meet, 
as you go to and fro in the earth and 
walk up and down in it, a very dark 
gentleman, tall, short, fat, lean—-any 
kind of a very dark gentleman—with 
large round holes in the upper parts 
of his ears, try to remember what it 
is that a plain, ordinary American 
citizen is expected to do when he un- 
expectedly meets up with one of the 
royal family of Zululand, observes the 
New York Sun. 

For those holes in the upper part of 
the ears—the upper part, mind you— 
are one of the royal prerogatives in 
King Bogo’s realm.

The 
annual loss from disease during this 
period was 147.218. 400 bushels. While 
{t is not possible entirely to eliminate 
whent disease, it is possible to much 
rednce the toll. One branch of tn- 
vestigation in the bureau of plant 
industry is to work out the preven- 
tive measures for the diseases of all 
cereal crops,

Civil War Veteran Was Present When 
Famous Soldier Declared That 
“War Is Hell.” 

John Koolbeck, seventy-nine, the 
only living man who heard Gen. Wil- 
liam T. Sherman's famous exclama- 
tion, “War is hell,” now lives in Den- 
ver with his grandson, John Koolbeck. 

Before his death General Sherman 
tried to recall the incident of the ut- 
terance, but failed. John Koolbeck 
remembers where, when, why and how 
the statement was made. He tells the 
story: ; 

“After Vicksburg, Joe Jackson re- 
treated across the Pearl river at Jack- 
son, Miss. Sherman was in com- 
mand of our army. I was with Gen. 
E. F. Winslow as aide-de-camp. My 
regiment was the Fourth Iowa cav- 
alry. We were after the enemy and 
the infantry had just gone over the 
pontoon bridge across Pearl river. 

“General Sherman sat on his horse 
at the edge of the river, apparently 
lost in thought. Just as the cavalry 
started over, the hoofs of the horses 
clattering against the loose planks, 
Sherman looked up and called out to 
us, ‘Boys, war is hell!’ 

“I was at the head of the line with 
Winslow. So I heard him clearly. 
Sympathy for his tired troops 
prompted him.” 

General Winslow and all other mem- 
bers of his staff are dead. Mr. Kool- 
beck was the youngest of the party.— 
Denver Times.

The courtroom was filled with 
a large and interested crowd of 
spectators. The verdict seemed to 
meet with quite general approval 
on the part of shippers, regard- 
less of their affiliations with ship- 
ping organizations. 

There was very general displeas- 
ure shown by the representatives 
present of the State Department 
of Agriculture, who voiced their 
thought of possibly leaving the 
district and letting ‘‘any old 
thing go out that the growers 
wanted to ship.’’ This, however, 
will doubtless give way to more 
moderate ideas and a determina- 
tion to help the situation and 
make it all it should be, as to 
regulation of shipments. 

It is, of course, still possible 
lto charge the defendant or any 
of them, with the shipment of 
frozen oranges. This will neces- 
sitate the going into the question 
of proof of a frozen condition, 
however. 

Judge Goodcell’s Decision 


The decision by Judge Goodeell 
was in the following words: 

‘The only thing the court can 
do is to take the law the legis- 
lature gave us; and taking that 
law as it is given to us, and under 
the stipulations made here by the 
district attorney, I do not think 
for a moment that the State De- 
partment of Agriculture has the 
right to pass a regulation or a 
rule, the violation of which will 
be a crime. I do not think they 
have a right to maintain this 
criminal prosecution for the vio- 
lation of these rules. 

‘“The court will direct that the 
writ of habeas corpus as prayed 
for in the petition be issued.’’ 


Statement By Brown

growing district. We would have 
sent out and should have sent out 
1300 cars of good oranges, for 
which we would have received a 
good price, if this prosecution had 
not been invoked against us. 

*‘T had a car sold Monday ship- 
ped after the frost and it brought 
$5.20 a box. It was good fruit. 

“TI do not want to ship an 
orange that is bad; I cannot 
afford to. But I protest against 
having an agent of the state com- 
ing in here arbitrarily after 
there has been a cold snap and 
stopping me from shipping to 
market good, merchantable fruit 
—fruit that will arrive at market 
in good condition, and enter into 
consumption, to the full approval 
‘of the people who consume it.
